By the Associated Press 
Gcrmnn troops were reported fight- 
ng Tuesday within 10 to 15 miles of 
Rostov, gateway to the Caucasus oil 
'ielcls, the great turning point in the 
:attlc of south Russia which may 
jring Britain's million man armies of 
the Middle East into action. 


London sources predicted that if 


the Germans captured Rostov the 
green light would be flashed to Gen- 
eral Archibull Wavcll's imperial forc- 
es to march through Iran and establish 
a new British fighting front in the 
Caucasus. 


Authorized quarters in London said 
icrman armies on the central from 
were still 38 to 40 miles from Mos- 
cow but acknowledged that in the

Department of Agriculture's "food for 
Defense' program through the ex- 
panded services of the Farm Security 
Administration. 


W. M. Sparks, Rural supervisor, who 


has just returned from a districl con- 
ference, said lhal Ihe FSA has ex- 
panded ils services in order lo enable 
FSA borrowers lo parliccipale in the 
defense program. 


"Under present conditions many of 


tho FBA families are not able to do 
their share in the defense program, 
but we know thai like all good Amer- 
icans, Ihey wanl lo help and will help 
if they arc given an opportunity. The 
FSA, which has boon providing these 
families 
with 
opprounities during 


the last six years, lias enlarged its pro- 
gram to help them. 
"Funds Available 


"Funds have been made available 


to help them purchase seed, fertilizer, 
and equipment for growing new crops 
which are needed in the fight against 
Hitler. 
In addition 
to

funds, the FSA, through neighborhood 
training groups, will make available 
equipment owned by small coopera- 
tives to other families in that par- 
ticular community.

Testing at the 
Proving Ground 


Officials Explain 
Testing of 
Munitions, Bombs 


Perhaps because the Soulhwestern 


Proving Ground is the first Ordnance 
testing facility to be located in Ihe 
South, and because the term "Prov- 
ing" as used in connection wilh manu- 
facturing is not familiar, the general 
public is at loss to know just what 
will be proven at the Proving Ground. 


The following article, written by 


an official of the Southwestern Prov- 
ing Ground should answer a lot of 
questions in the minds of citizens 
who have recently become vitally 
interested in all phases of National 
Defense, 


The Southwestern Proving Ground 


is being built by the Constructing 
Division of the Quartermaster Corps, 
U. S. Army, for the use of the Ord- 
nance Department of the Army for 
tho purpose of Acceptance testing 
of ammunition for guns ranging from 
aircraft to field pieces and for ac- 
ceptance testing of bombs, bomb 
components and pyrotechnics is the 
first. 


All ammunition thai is manufac- 


tured for the Army, both by gov- 
ernment arsenals (which provide only 
a small percentage of the require- 
ments) and by civilian concerns must 
be tested before it is issued to the 
troops. These tesls, called acccplance 
tests, are conducted by actually fir- 
ing under very severe conditions, 
a sample from each lot of ammuni- 
tion made. A lot consists of an arbi- 
trary number or amount of the pro- 
duct being made, all the items in a 
lot being made from the same ma- 
terials, at the same lime, under iden- 
tical conditions. By testing a random 
sample from each lot the expected 
performance of the entire lot can be 
determined from the behavior of the 
sample. If the sample meets the tcsl 
requirements it is accepted for use 
by the Army; if il fails lo mcel the 
requirements, it cannot bo used and 
must bo reworked until il is satis- 
factory. 


Each component of a complete round 


as fired from a gun is tesled indivi- 
dually when it is made. In this class, 
Southwestern Proving Ground 
will 


te.sl primers, cartridge cases, propel- 
lent powder, empty shell, loader shell, 
boosters and fuses. Then from a group 
of accepted lots of components tho 
complete rounds will be assembled at 
a loading plain and a sample from the 
lot of completed rounds will bo lesl- 
cd al the Proving Ground. If this 
sample passes the prescribed tcsls for 
velocity control, safety and proper 
functioning, the lot can then be is- 
sued lo the troops with the assurance 
that the &mnuinitiun will perform pro- 
perly in service uses.

the west. 


The first British newspapers appear- 


ing after the speech greeted it with 
enthusiastic headlines but authorized 
circles while smiling left official re- 
action to churchill.

Mine Strife Sets Stage for Crackdown 


WASHINGTON ~ There is a lotp 


more- good red meat thun free verse 
behind OPM's latest high sounding 
slalemctil lo the effect that interrup- 
tion of defense production by strikes 
or labor slowdowns "is the greatest 
help the aggressors can gel in these 
days when material on the battle- 
field is everything." For the labor 
situation is getting lough again. Or

Typical is John L. Lewis's notice 


to the National Defense Mediation 
Board, putting an end to the truce 
under which negotiations had been 
conducted since Sept. 15 to settle the 
closed shop issue affecting 44.000 coal 
miners in the steel company captive 
mines of Pennsylvania, Virginia and 
West Virginia, and calling for a strike 
effective Saturday midnight, Oct. 25. 
The record of the efforts to settle this 
dispute gives an illuminating picture 
of what labor negotiators have gone 
through in trying to work out agree- 
ments. 


The case is, of course, a hangover 


from the big coal strike of last spring. 
When the new agreement was signed 
to cover the commercial mines, there . 
remained the agreement to be work-' 
eel out witli the captive mines, fol- 
lowing custom. Direct negotiations be- 
tween the operators and the miners 
dragged through the summer, and on 
Sept. 15, the United Mine Workers 
called their men out on strike. 


NDMB stepped into the picture and 


recommended a 30-day truce, the men 
to return to work and remain 
at 


work thereafter until the expiration 
of a three-clay notice in writing given 
by the parlies on either side. This was 
agreed to, and negotiations began on 
Sept. 17 before three board 
mem- 


bers, Chairman 
William 
H. 
Davis, 


Walter Teagle representing employers, 
and Hugh Lyons representing employ- 
es. The truce was ratified in two 
days, and the mines started produc- 
tion Sept. 22. 


Huni; Up on One Point 
Some GO representatives of the min- 


ers and the operators sat in on the 
powwows. Arguments were resumed 
Sept. 24 and were continued three 
days. They were resumed again Oct. 7 
for another three days, then recessed 
with no definite date for further hear- 
ings. The truce expired on Oct. 17. 
Four days later Lewis served notice 
and called the strike. All the Media- 
tion Board could do under such cir- 
cumstances was issue its recommen- 
dations arid hope for the best, as it 
has no authority to enforce its find- 
ings.

group of employes, the coal miners. 
It was the miners' contention that, 
since nil other coal miners in the 
commercial mines were operating un- 
der the closed shop, there was no 
reason why the miners working in 
captive mines should not have the 
same working conditions. 


Board Sure of Blame 
In a case of this kind, neither side 


gives an inch. And when men get lo 
bcaling Iheir chests, expounding about 
their principles and expiating on the 
dire consequences to be expected if 
the principles aren't stuck to, there 
isn't much, that can be done with 
them. The Mediation Board, in such 


case, was caught right square in 


he middle. 
No mailer what it might do, il was 
ure to be blamed. If it recommended 
Closed r.hop, il could count on being 
xmned as a labor stooge. If it re- 
ommended that the captive mines go 
on working as they have worked up 
o now, withoul the closed shop, Ihe 
harge would come from the Lewis 
abor crowd that the board was noth- 
ng more than a tool of capital. And 
t would take a strike, with maybe 
ome broken bodies and cerlainly a 
ot of lost production of defense steel, 
jefore the two sides could come to 
heir senses and reach an agreement.

only to produce all of the food for 
jthefr 
families, but a surplus for 


Britain. If they produce all of the 
food they need for their families, they 
will release from the commercial mar- 
kets those foods they have been buy- 
ing. This alone will increase the vail- 
able food supply which can be sent to 
Britain. Top on the list of emergency 
foods are milk, eggs, and poultry. 


'Already goals are being set up in 


the states. These goals are minimum 
goals—the least that we are expected 
to produce. I want to mphasize this— 
the goals arc minimum goals and not 
the total that Britain and her allies 
need. FSA families in Hempstead, I 
know, will do their part if they know 
the seriousness of the emergency."

is known that the projectile will 
have the proper velocity when fired, 
which will assure that lit will give 
the correct range and hit the tar- 
get. 


In a similar manner samples of 


bombs and bomb fuses will go test- 
ed by dropping them from an aero 
plane and measuring the effect on 
the target as in indication of the 
proper functioning of the bomb. The 
pyrotechnics, consisting of all sorts 
of flares and signals, will be tested 
by actually dropping them from an 
aeroplane and determining by accur- 
ate measurements that they will ful- 
fill the needs of the Air corps.
